The Columbian Exposition. 


TEHEE MONTHS' SHOWING. 


CHICAGO, ILL., August 1.—With the 


closing of the gates [last night the first 
half of the Columbian Exposition passed 
into history. The number of paid ad- 
missions during the month was 2,i'5U,971, 
and the largest number of paid admiss- 
ions wao July 4, when '283,273 people de- 
posited the admission fee with tho ticket 
sellers, The smallest number was on 
Sunday last, when only 18,637 paid ad- 
missions were recorded. The paid at- 
tendance for May was 1,05U,037, while 
that >o( June more than doubled this 
figure, reaching a total of 2,675,11). 


Officials of the fair ore greatly pleased 


with the artistic success of the great ex- 
position, but this much cannot be said of 
the financial end of the enterpris J. The 
attendance has failed largely to reach 
the mark it was expected to attain dur- 
ing the first half of the fair an i espe- 
cially during the month of Julp. For 
this the railroads are in the main held 
responsible, and the officials do tot hesi- 
tate to criticise their stubbornness and 
meanness in refusing to make a one-fare 
round trip at the beginning of the 
fair. 
The present hard timfs have 


iiud much to do with the poor at- 
tendance, but the management thinks 
the people would have attended largely 
had the railroad fares been reduced. 
There must necessarily be a large attend- 
ance during the remaining perio'l of the 
fair if the management expects t< pay its 
debts, and this is all they now expect to 
do, It is a foregone conclusion ,hat the 
stockholders of the exposition will get 
nothinp on their investments, -ior will 
the subscriptions be returned, as the 
money for which the exposition i'i legally 
liable amounts to so ranch thai it will 
take a tremendous daily average of paid 
admissions to ease the obligation.
